MILLIONS ON ROADS 


Highway construction and mainten- 

ance has cost the province of Ontario 
approximately $78,000,000 in three 
years. 
A- total of $30,000,000 was spent in 
1928 alone, according to a bulletin is- 
sued by the department of colonization 
and development of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, Railway. 

“In 1927 $26,500,000 was spent om the 
improvement and maintenance of On- 
tario roads, and $21,500,000 in 1926”, 
the bulletin states. “Various municipal- 
ities concerned contributed to grand 
total used by the provincial depart- 
ment of highways in road work. An ex- 
tensive program of road improvement 
os planned by Ontario for 1929. 

“The province's excellent roads are 
attracting thousands of tourists to On- 
tario. The provincial government's rev- 
enue from automobile license fees and 
the gasoline tax during 1928 totalled 
$11,500,000. 

“During . 1928 sightseers touring

‘$68.49 an hour in the Dominion, the 


year’s total expenditures reaching ap- 
proximately $300,000,000.

At the 
game time it is interesting to note 
that President J. Y. Murdock has re- 
affirmed Noranda’s intention of build- 
ing its own refinery at some site to be 
decided, probably on the Lower St. 
Lawrence. The Noranda enterprise 
has British Metals Corporation and 
Nichols Copper Company associated 
with it.

Baldwin's Policy is Credited 
With Improvement — 
Liberal Leader 
Attacked 


London.—Unemployment in Great 
Britain had decreased by another 86,- 
000 during the past week, thereby 
wip'ng off the last of the recent win- 
ter’s rise total, which is now down to 
1,200,000. This announcement in the 
House of Commons by the Minister of 
Labor, Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, on 
Monday night was loudly cheered by 
-| the Conservatives, as it means the 
Government is now able to claim that 
Stanley Baldwin's industrial policy, 
which has been successfully attacked 
in the recent by-elections by the Lib- 
erals and Labor, may after all justify 
itself. 

“Itis often sald,” Sir Arthur added 
“that unemployment is greater now 
than when wo took office. This is | 
ow untrue. It is actually 36,000 less | 
than when we took office, and in addi- 
tion 550,000 more people have entered 
into insurable occupations.” 

The debate was one in which Labor 
indicted the Government for its failure 
“to take active measurce for stimulat- 
ing industry by  well-considered 
schemes of national improvement and 
development.” The object of this mo- 
tion was to show that Labor was not 
any more backward than the Liberals 
iy, proposing sshemes for restoring in- 
dustrial Seal ecennetity’ 

It was thus an occasicn not only 
for the usual interchanges between 
Labor and the Conservatives, but also 
for a concentrated attack from both 
of these parties on Mr. Lloyd George,

Projects on “Historic |

dustries of Holy Land 


Tiberias, Palestine —On the River 
Jordan, half an hour’s journey south 


great hydro-electric powe. station 
which will usher in a new economic 
era for the Holy Land. 

Under the supervising genius of a 
former Russian revoletionary leader, 
Pinhas Ru-anberg, head of the Odessa 
police during the Kerensky regime, the 
storied stream of Bible times is to be 
made to produce -300,000 horsepower 
of energy for new Palestine’s farms, 
homes and factories. 


HOLY LAND LACKS COAL. 


Palestine has no coal of its own, at 
all events as far as can be judged 
from superficial geological investiga- 
ions., Nor can it boast of petroleum 
eposits worth developing. Its econ- 
omically exploitable reserves of energy 
are concentrated in its water re- 
sources, 


’ Whoever has. the contro! of these 
resources can monopolize the driving 
force of industry and of agriculture, 
and can influence decisively the econo- 
mic development of the country. Rut- 
enberg is in that position. Backed by 
the Zionist organ:zation he obtained 
the concession for the sole exploita- 
tion of these resources and for the 
supply of electricity for the whole of 
Palestine, with the exception of Jeru- 
salem, the government having reserv- 
ed to itself control of the prices for 
electric current over and above a fixed 
minimum and a share in the profits. 

The scheme which Rutenberg is try- 
ing to realize is to use ths differences 
of level to be found along the course 
of the Jordan from the Lake of Mer- 
om to the Dead Sea, starting with the 
stretch between the Sea of Galilee and 
Djisr. Along this stretch of about ten 
miles there is a drop o £150 feet. A 
little later, in Djisr, in the Rutenberg 
domain proper, down in a rocky hol- 
low, the river comes into view again. 

Across the Yarmuk, which coming 
from an easterly direction ere flows 
into the Jordan, the scaffolding of a 
dam twenty-five feet high may be seen, 
This dam, now almost compléted, is to 
force up the waters of the river to a 
height of fifty feet above the level of 
the Sea of Galilee in a giant reservoir 
naturally formed by the hilly char- 
acter of the region. 


TO DIVERT RIVER’S COURSE. 


Opposite, across the Jordan, a sec- 
ond dam is being built. This, when 
completed, is also to force back the 
waters of the Jordan and to collect 
them in a reservoir. The picturesque 
yalley bed will then be drained, the 
Jordan divertéd for a short distance 
from its natura’ course, and from its 
reservoir conductcd through « canal 
already partly dug, into the Yarmuk 
resé: voir. 

From here a main canal has already 
been dug under the Haifa-Damascus 
railway, and after the rainy season 
+ be lined with concrete. The canal 

en will conduct the waters of the 
two rivers over the top-of the cliff into 
the turbines of the power station. The 
foundations of the latter are already 
laid and the first layer of concrete 
put down. Gradually machinery from 
England is arriving. To begin with, 
three water turbines of 8,000 horse- 
power each are to be installed.

A method of attacking the disease 
by means of injections has been wide- 
ly tested with remarkable results, and 
the association is actively sending out 
suyplies of drugs und chemicals. to 
missionaries and others throughout 
the affected areas. 

Half a million doses have been sent 
out already.

cures has spread far and, wide

Offense the Best Defense. 

“Attaquez, attaquez, attaquez!” 
foch’s staccato orders were merely 
a paraphrase of the sterling maxim 
ot war, football, pugilism, politics and 
courtroors, that a good offense is the 
best defense.

Foch was a Gascon, but about this 
elderly, wiry man in forizon blue 
there was none of the boasting, swash- 
buckler of Fr-nch romance. When he 
spoke he did so calmly and with care~ 
ful enunciation, with the result that 
even those who, knew no French felt 
that they were’ ollowing his meaning. 
His only gesture was a wave of the 
right forearm, I:ke a conductor whip- 

up his orchestra. Was this the 
man who led to victory 10,000,000 
troops? Why, he looked more like a 
professor of nathematics! 

As-a matter of fact, this. surface 
impression of Foch as a professor was 
essentially cortect. He was not the 
dashing, magnetic leader who would 
inspire soldiers to follow him to 
death. He had not the crowd-winning 
personality which electrified the com- 
mon soldier. He was not a living idol. 
The poilus did not call him “Papa 
Foch” as they did Joffre. For Foch 
was a teacher. 

Happily for the success of allied 
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arins he was a teacher who 
ing many pupil bad an oportunity to 


He was a 
schoolmaster not of soldiers in the 


ranks but of strategists, of generals, 


and ataff ofncers.

Foch and Hindenburg. 

It Is a coincidence worth recalling 
that both Foch and Hindenburg were 
military teachers before the war. For 
4& number of years Hindenburg lec- 
tured before the staff college in Ber- 
lin. upon a_ theoretical campaign 
against a Russian invasion of East 
P ussia; then he had the temerity to 
criticize ‘the Kaiser's handling of @ 
cavalry charge at some army manoéea- 
vres and was banished to retirement. 
In August, 1914, the German tide 
swépt through Belgium into Northern 
France, but at the same ‘ime the Rus- 
sian tide was pouring into East Prus- 
sia. How could the latter be stem- 
med? Some one at German General 
Headquarters remembered the rugged 
old soldier who conducted blackboard 
campaigns in this region at the staff 
college, and Hindenburg was recalled 
into active service to command the 
German operations about Tannenburg 
in the Masurian Lakes region. 

Hindenburg. with the staff work of 
Ludendorff, was winning glory In the 
marshes of East Prussia early in Sep- 
tember, while Foch made a brilliant 
counterstroke with exhausted troops 
‘in thé marshes of St. Gond at the Bat- 
tle of the Marne. These parallels in 
the careers of the two Generals are 
dramatic: the contrasts are more re- 
into practice some of the principles 
he had taught in theory was typical 
of the German method, so irresistible 
in 1870 and in Belgium in August, 
1914, of waging war according to the 
time-table. And Foch, im harling his 
beaten army forward in attack Instead 
of withdrawing, carried out his teach- 
inr that “if defeat comes from moral 
causes, victory may come from moral 
causes, too.” 

it may be too sweeping a statement 
to declare that defeat was the inspira- 
tion of Foch victories; nevertheless, 
the appalling French mi-itary disaster 
of 1870 was the foundation upon 
which Foch laid his military teaching, 
which brought him success in 1918. 
He was 19 and a student in Metz when 
the Franco-Prussian’ War broke out. 
He enlisted, did not get to the front 
and returned to his stu(jes. He was 
graduated from the Polytechnique in 
Paris and received a commission in 
the artillery. 

it was rather a depressing time in 
which to enter the French Army, The 
humiliation from 1870 was still pro- 
found, army morale was low and there 
seemed little likelihood that if Ger- 
many should choose to cross the fron- 
tier again the result would be any 
happler for France. The French Army 
knew too well .cho struck Billy Pat- 
terson; but how Billy Patterson was 
struck was another matter. In such 
a atate of affairs it was only natural 
that the younger French officers were 
skeptical of what there was of the 
French military system and were 
deeply impressed with the seeming 
invincibility of the German Army ma- 
chine. Could they hope to beat the 
Germans at teair own game? If so, 
then bicycle mechanics .alght compete 
with locomotive works. 

Like the others, Foch studied the 
German operations of 1870, but he 
came to different conclusions. His 
conclusions became fixed after he at- 
tendel the Ecole Superieure de Guerre 
and he was ready to state them when 
he became a »rofessor in this French 
staff college in 1895. Seemingly al- 
most in the face of the facts Foch 
denied the invincibility of the German 
pre-arranged method. He analyzed 
the German operations which had so 
thoroughly crushed the French. Grant- 
ed that his \pointing out the flaws on 
the German Side made the French dis- 
grace of 1870 greater, Foch’s analysis 
filled his pupils with hope. The Ger- 
man military machine was not invin- 
cible! Sg 

It would be fatal military policy, 
Foch reasoned, for France to emu- 
late her enemy. The German precon- 
celved plan provided for all expected

In such maxiums Foch lald down 
j his formula derived from study of the 
‘German method he would not. adopt. 

| This is to be found in his two books, 
‘now standard military textbooks, 
“Principles of War” and “The Con- 
, duct of War.” ; 

“The will to conquer sweeps all he- 
for. it. There Is a psychological 
phenomenon in great battles which 
explains and determines their results. 
One hundred thousand men leave 10, 
| 000 dead and acknowledge themselves 
beaten; they retreat Uefore victors 
who have lost as many men if not 
more. Neither one side nor the other 
knows, when they fall back, what its 
own losses have been nor how heavy 
those of the opposing force; therefore 
jt is not'on account of material dam- 
age, still less from any computation 
of figures, that the loser gives up the 
struggle.” , 

These were the principles Foch im- 
planted in the French staff college as 
professor for five years and, in 1907, 
as Commandant. Read in the light 
of Foch’s achievements in the World 
War, these theories explain his acts. 
They explain the will power of the 
commander of the Ninth trench Army 
holding the centre of the Battle of the 
Marne. Even they explain the legen- 
dar- message to Joffre about the situa- 
tion being “excellent” with both right 
and left shattered. No one version 


exists of this message and the number 


of phrasings it has been given reaches 
astronomical figures. During his last 
jilness Foch denied to one of tis phy- 
sicians that he had-ever sent the mes- 
sage, but he edded, “I might heve dic- 
tated it; it was my favorite doctrine.” 
And so, even .rough a legend, the 
words are a purt of history because 
they were so typical of the man, 

In having been the leader of the 
arr.fes of more than half a dozen na- 
t'’.s fighting against Germany, Fer- 
dinand Foch - belongs not alone to 
France, whose uniform we wore for 
nearly sixty wears. France came first 
with him, to be sure, but his way of 
serving his country after he became 
Commander-in-Chief of the Allies was 
t> unite all national military efforts 
under one comprehensive plan. “He 
could not have done r.ore for us had 
he been one of our cwn generals,” 
Lloyd George said of him. 

It has been said of Foch that he 
placed too much value upon the of- 
fensive and that the results of his 
Soissons counter-offensive were as 
much of a surprise to Foch as they 
were to the German High Command; 
that Foch had not planned the Sois- 
sons action to break tha German of- 
fensive. Assertions that Foch could 
not remain upon the defensive disre- 
gard both his teaching and bis bat- 
tles. Holding the French centre in 
the first battle of the Marne, he was 
very much upon the defensive. And 
throughout the Spring of 1918, after 
he had become the allied leader, he 
was again on the defensive, either 
unable to attack or biding his time. 
Moreover, the fact that Soissons was 
not planned as the counter-stroke to 
break the German offensive does not 
detract from Foch’s military achieve- 
ments. . 

The Attack Kept Up. 


To assume that Soissons was 4@ 
thorovghly preconceived operation 
would be to assign to Foch the Ger: 
| man military principles which he had 
;spent a lifetime in opposing both Jn 
| eons and in war. For, recall, it was 
his formula that “the unknown is 
'a constant factor in war” and that 
| to exploit the unknown ‘requires a 
flexible rather than a rigid plan’ Had 
Soissons not broken the German at- 
tack, Foch would have attacked else- 
where, and attacked again and again. 
Th: fact remains that upon his first 
counter-attack the tide was turned; 
and, true to his Ecole de Guerre teach- 
ings. Foch continued to attack until 
Armistice Day. 


‘ Foch’s Tact. 


Foch's tact’ is perhaps best illus 
trated by an incident connected with 
the Allied’ Victory Parade through 
the Are de Triumphe tn Paris, July 
14, 1919. Detachments from all the 
lallied armies were to participate, also 
| Foch and Jaffre. Who should lead the

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The Dark Croakings 
of Sir George Paish 


The Prophet of Disaster Car- 
ries Little Weight in the 
U.S. or Canada 


PROSPERITY AHEAD 


“We are threatened with the grav- 
@st. financial crisis that the world has 
even seen.”: Such is the gloomy pro- 
phecy of Sir George Paish, a former 
editor of the London Statist and finan- 
celal adviser to the British Chancellor 


of the Exchequer. Sir George, how a 
well-known European economist, 
blames the impending crisis on politi- 
clans who have pursued wrong poll 
eles since the war. Speaking before 
the National Free Trade Conference 
at Manchester, England, on March 19, 
Sir George is quoted as saying: “We 
are threatened with this crisis be- 
cause the “governments of the world 
have followed a policy pf trade restric- 
tion, thus preventing debtors from 
paying their debts, We are face to 
face with this crisis. Nothing can be 
done now to nrevent a financial crash. 
Those who have loaned money can 
not recover it. The question we now 
have to face is how to get out of the 
crisis when it comes.” 

Says Prof, Irving Fisher, of Yale 
University: 

“What Sir George Is quoted as gay 
ing about tariff interference with debt 
payments is true. Our own tariff is 
preventing the payment to us of Euro- 
peah debts. The French tariff is pre- 
venting the payment to her of repara- 
tions. 

“Ultimately the debts must be paid 
in commodities. We would not want 
them to be paid in gold—we have too 
much gold already. However, it Sir 
George has been correctly quoted, it 
seems as if he has heen betrayed into 
exaggerating the suddenness of any 
injury that is going to be felt. I can 
not imagine any sharp cracking in the 
way of a panic or world crisis, and I 


: 
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can not believe that the United States 
would be seriously affected.” 

The financial selsmograph of The 
Wall Street Journal has recorded no 
rumblings such as might be expected 
to precede a world-wide crisis, This 
financial dailiy’s interpretation of the 
Paish prediction, in fact, is that 

“Sir George happens to be an old- 
fashioned Liberal in politics, and Eng- 
land is face to face with a general 
election on May 30. Sir George is also 
an old-fashioned freetrader, holding 
that view with an almost religious 
fal’: which could be paralleled by our 
old - fashioned _ protectionists. Sir 
George has thought ever since the 
war that the cure for the war burdens 
is an international cancelation § of 
debts.” 

“If any sharp crisis ig to be anticl- 
pated in the near future, the place to 
look for it is in the field of speculative 
finance,”,” thinks the © neighboring 
Journal of Commerce, and the Norfolk 
Virginian-Pilot reminds us that the 
British economist’s warning must be 
heavily discounted. as political am- 
munition. Sir George, saya the New 
York Herald Tribune, “is one of the 
hardest working prophets of modern 
days,” and it goes on to recall that— 

“On July 21, 1919, Sir George de- 
clared that a collapse of world credit 
was not only possible, bat Imminent. 
‘{ see only one way out,’-he sald, ‘and 
that is by capital levies, both national 
an! international,” 

“Qn January 14, 192), he declared 
that a ‘complete breakdown of the ex- 
changes of commerce an dtrade Is al- 
ready in sight. He feared that ear 
ope, ‘deprived of American food and 
material,” would ‘be destroyed by| 
starvation and anarchy.’ As a remedy 
he proposed that the League of Na- 
tions, float a $35,000,000,000 rehabili- 
tation loan in the United States. 

“Poor Sir George! No one took his 
advice. So on October 26, 1922, he an- 
nounced that "The policy of the states- 
men of Europe is fast bringing the 
strongest nationg in Europe to ruin,’ 
and he feared that if the United 
States did not abandon its protective 
tariff it would fall into similar ruin. 
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“The Whole Push” of the Majestic 
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‘financial’ erisia, 
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“For more than two years Sir 
George watched the world in gloomy 
silence. On January 20, 1926, he lapsd 
into momentary cheer and told a 
Chicago audience that there would 
never be another war, But he was 
back to normalcy within a month, and 
on February 2t warned Brooklyn that 
the world was hatching a new war, 
And in April of that year he predicted 
that France, Germany and Russia 
would unite against Great Britain and 
the United States unless they mended 
their ways. He commended cancla- 
tion of the French debts, credita for 
Russia, and free trade. 


“Again thé ungrateful world turned 
a deaf ear, On November 21, 1927, 
Sir George broke out with another 
prediction of ‘world-wide credit col 
lapse,’ Now Sir George ia at it again, 
and doubtiess he will continue, Some 
day, doubtless, there will be another 
When. it comes, if 
Sir George is still alive, he will smile 
and remark, deprecatingly, ‘I told you 


, 


80. 


In the opinion of the Washington 
Post, Sir George’a predictions “are 
nothing more than the croakings of 
an incurable free-trader.” Continues 
this daily: 


“Sir George is no doubt making his 
prediction at this time for the benefit 
of the extra session of Congress, which 
will deal with tariff rates, As far as 
the United States is concerned, his 
feara are without foundation. While 
the statement was belhg made, tax 
returns were pouring in at the United 
States Treasury, indicating even great- 
er prosperity than was anticipated. 
Commerce with other nations contin- 
nes to grow in spite of the tariff wall 
he refers to, and the standard of liv- 
ing is maintained at a higher level 
than ever before.” 


So far as Canada is concerned noth- 
ing but prosperity is in sight. Wheat 
crops in the West are increasing year 
by year; our mines piling profit on 
profit; our manufacturers prosperous; 
our banks outstanding in their solid- 
ity; our nhemployment at a low figure. 
cannot agree with Sir George,

After five to.ten days the eggs 
hatch itno wriggling tadpoles which 
swim about in the water, Their food 


is mainly microscopic plants. Swim 


ming is accomplished by means of a 
tail. Breathing is carried on . by 
means of outside and inside giles. As 
the tadpole grows these gils are ab- 
sorbed by the body,and lungs develop, 
The tadpole soon finds difficulty in 
in breathing so he comes to the eur-. 
face of the water to fill his lungs with 
air, Slowly fet appear, the tall i# lost « 
and “a tiny toad is,seen swimming 
about, 

During July he matures and takes 
to the banks of the. pond or stréam. 
Many other small toads are already 
there. After a certain number, usual 
ly several dpzen or more, have gather- 
ed, a. general movement-or migration 
begins. Many farmers have seen. thése 
migrations, Often the toads will fol- 
low a ravine or cross a road, thas ex- 
posing themselves. to great danger 
from birds and maa. Crows are sald 
to be the chief enemy of the young 
toad, The few that do finally reach a 
suitable environment, such as @ gar- 
den, soon busy themselves in catching 
their weight in insecta.

‘wind, A cold is really an infectious 
disease, althongh the causative organ- 
{sms are not definitely known. The 
infection may locate in any part of 
the respiratory tract, nose, pharynx, 
larynx, trachea, or in the sinuses of 
the head, with the symptoms familiar 
to avery one—congestion of the mu- 


cous membranes, inflammation, sneed- ea 


colds would be no. more common than 
broken jegs, But because they are 
communicable, most persons indulge 
in one to three colds a year. * 

\. “One of the moat impo sons 
for the widespread p coat 
colds every year ts that a cold 
not generally’ make the victim feel 
sick enough to stay in bed. He goes 
about his dally business mingling 
freei,” with people, at home, in pub 
conveyances, in offices, stores . 
workshops.| He cor~hs sneezes 
his way through crow as hands, 
contaminated by fréquent contact. with 
nose and mouth, leave unwanted gifts 
upon everything he touches. He is a 
walking transmitter. Is it any won- 
der that colds continue to spread until 
the number of victims totals 10 to 15 
per cent. of the géneral population at 
one time. i 

“If colds were a more disabling dis- 
ease, reqiring the sufferer to stay at 
home and fn bed, not so many of the 
test of us would be exposed. A severe 
cold, well cared for, 1s hard on the 
patient bit better for his next-door 
neighbor. 

“How can the total annual crop of 
colds be dimihishe.? Tho first way 
is to avold infection. Contact with 
people having colds, while difficult to 
control, can in a measure be avoided 
by constant individual vigilance, es- 
pecially in crowds. This requires 
careful self-education in sanitary 
habits and the constant practice of) 
cleanliness. It must be remembered 
that colds are conveyed in the secre- 
tions from the nose and mouth.

Duke of Norfolk 
Assumes Estate 


Heir of the Howards on Com- 
ing of Age Take His Place 
as Premier Duke of 
England 


With the coming of age on May 3 
of the Duke of Norfolk, who is the 
Premier Duke and Earl of England, a 
gleam from 4 historic past is shed 
on the Ufe of today. The titles of 
the sixteenth Duke of Norfolk and the 
family name, Howard, recall a thou- 
sand years of British history. A youth 
of 21 is Duke of Norfolk, Earl of Arun- 
del, Surrey and Norfolk, Baron Fitza- 
lan, Clun, Oswaldestre and Maltrav- 
ers, Earl Marshal and Hereditary 
Marshal of England, Premier Duke 
and Premier Earl of England. Be- 
sides, he is chief heir to “the blood 
of all the Howards.” 

The young Duke has held his titles 
since 1927. Being a minor, however, 
he could not assume legal control of 
his vast properties, landed and per- 
sonal. His age would have prevented 
him, also, from exercising the chief 
duties of an Earl Marshal, if fate had 
brought a new King to the throne of 
England. First among the duties of 
an Earl Marshal are those pertaining 
to the direction of a coronation, with 
all its traditional and colorful cere- 
monies, The father of the present 
Duke was Earl Marshal at the corona- 
tions of King Edward VII and King 
George V. Had the Prince of Wales 
ascended the throne during the minor- 
ity of the young Duke, his uncle, Vis- 
count Fitzalan, would have officiated 
as Earl Marshal. 

According to Burke's Peerage, the 
“ducal and illustridus Howards” (of 
whom the Duke of Norfolk ts chief) 
“stand, next to, the blood royal, at 
the head of the peerage of England.” 
It is said thatthe first Howard (or 
Hereward) of ‘note lived in the reign 
of King Edgar, a century before the 
Norman Conquest. For centuries the 
Howards have played prominent parts 
in the drama of English history. They 
have fought in all ware from the Wars 
of the Roses to thé World War, and 
have distinguished themselves in the 
Church, in statecraft, in art, In ltera- 
ture and in science. They have been 
Dukes of Norfolk since 1483. Sir 
Esme Howard, a kinsman of the Duke, 
is now British Ambassador to the 
United States. 

The late and fifteenth Duke served 
in the South African War, and was 
also Postmaster-General of England. 
By his first marriage he had a son, 
who bore the courtesy title of Karl 
of Arundel and Surrey and who died 
unmarried. The Duke later married 
the Baroness Herries, holder of one 
of the few titles In the British peer- 
age which are heritable in the female 
line. If she dies before her son, the 
Duke, her title will be merged with 
those of the Dukedom,

It is a real Bur- 
roughes tale, replete with horror, 
blood, fighting, villainy and courage. 
And it is in the best, new tradition 
for this sort of tale, since every un- 
believable bit of it is solidly founded 


on a sober, plausible quasi-scientific 


premise, 

A great scientist discovers the sec- 
ret of ‘making life synthetically. The 
book opens with said prof in a 
terrible predicament—tryir.g to dis- 
pose of a body, The body is that of 
his first neat-man, a creature born of 
test tubes and retorts, that lived and 
breathed for a moment and then died, 
with a 
corpse and no alibi that he could un- 
blushingly tell to a police sergeant. 

ao out of that jhole satisfac- 
torily he charters a ship and taking 


assistants and his beautiful daughter,| . 


sets out to find an island upon which 
there are no police, and therefore no 
need for alibis. He begins hatching 
more monstrosities, with increasing 
success, till his overburdened brain 
conceives the idea of producing an 
ideal mate for his daughter. 

The mate appears in due course. 
there are gigantic struggles, the in- 
evitable ape (which has come to be 
Mr. Burroughes’ trade-mark), appear 
ing; the daughter falls in love with 
the “perfect robot”; the professor re- 
gains his sanity and the horrible 
situation arises: is the girl to marry 
the Thing or not? All ends well, 
however, and the villains, pirates and 
monsters that form tLe background of 
this wild-eyed tale are tritely and 
thoroughly disposed of.

“IN THE LAND OF COCKAIGNE,” 
by Heinrich Menn; American News. 


This novel was rst published at 
the beginning of the century in Ger- 
many. Because it attacked the dom- 
inating moneyed classes of the times 
the book was suppressed and the 
avthor covered with contumely from 
high places. For this and other rea- 
sons its translation into English was 
delayed and only recently has it been 
brought to the notice of the English 
reading public. As a socialogical mir- 
ror the book is a monument. As a 
novel, purely and simply, it has its 
faults. The magnitude of the work, 
however, reduces technical imperfee- 
tion to a place of little importance. 

The author has corteerned himself 
with the progress of a young intellec- 
tual who sets out to win fame as 4 
poet by storming citadels of wealth 
rather than by seeking to write excel- 
lent verse. His charm wins for him 
a secure place in The Land of Cock- 
aigne, or, The Lazy Man’s Paradise. 
There he exists on he bounty of his 
patrons, millionaires and their wives 
with a pretended interest in the arts. 
For this bounty the poet returns flat- 
tery. Conceit leads to his downfall. 
The very beneficence of his patrons 
leads him to think he is indispensible 
to their happiness. He transgresses 
too far and finds himself kicked into 
the gutter and the laughing stock of 
the world of fashion. ‘ 

The book presents a brilliant, al- 
most blinding, picture of social condi- 
tions in Germany at a time when that 
country was just beginning to reap 
the fruits of a half century. of indus- 
trial and political wisuom. Mann 
sounds every note of the social scale,

Stirred to high Indigna- 
tion by \the “westernization” of his 
foes, the bandit King charged Nadir 
and his brothers with the murder of 
the late Amir, father of former King 
Amanullah. Amanullah was forced 
to abdicate by the advance of Bacha 
Sakao’s army, Nadir Khan once was 
the chief lieutenant of Amanullah. 

Bacha Sakao sald the ‘“‘murderers” 
had migrated to “the infidel land of 
France.” 

“1” he continued, “being Amir, 
took mercy and allowed them to. re- 
turn but because, while in Europe, 
they parteok of ham and bacon, which 
permeates their blood yessels, they 
rose against me and instigated the 
people to rebel. 

“Therefore I consider it lawful to 
take their blood.”

Hon. David Tennant

Ottawa, Ont.—-Hon. David Tennant, 
nephew of the late Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith, arrived unheralded in the 
capital recently and confided to news- 
papermen.that the chief object of his 
mission was to establish business 
affiliations in Canada.

“Why should you apply your British 
standards and ideas to Itallan condl- 
tions?” saya Signor Musaolini in an 
interview with Professor Charles Sar- 
olea, recorded in the English Review.

Crushed Oats For Horses 


For working horses with good teeth 
there appears to be little advantage 
from crushing the oat ration. An ex- 
periment carFied on at the Experl- 
mental Farm at Ottawa with horses 
doing ordinary farm work showed 
that each group, consisting of four 
horses, lost exactly the same amount 
of thirty-five pounds during a period 
of 135 days hard labour. Commenting 
on the experiement, the Dominion 
Animal Husbandman points out In his 
annual report, published by the De 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
that for horses wi'h defective teeth, 
or individuals that are inclined to bolt 
their food without masticating ft, 
there is considerable advantage in us- 
ing the crushed grain, which is also 
useful for foals during the period of 
j| detention, It ts also pointed out that 
in the horses receiving the crushed 
oats there was no .1ses of colle dur- 
ing the whole season.—Issued by the 
Director of Pubccity, Dept. of Agricul 
ture, Ottawa.

THE ROLE OF SUNLIGHT 
FOR CHICKS 


Experimental work during the past 
few years has drawn particular atten- 
tion to the importance of sunlight in

Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, has def- 
initely shown that in spite of the com- 
plete absence of sunlight, chicks may 
be kept healthy and make rapid gains 
if given certain supplementary feeds. 

Of these, crude cod liver oil is the 
most efficient and when fed at a rate 
of 2 percent of the mash consumed or ; 
about one tablespoonful daily to each 
fifty chicks, will give complete protec- 
tion against rickets. Since cod liver 
oll is easily obtainable it is advisable 
to feed this material rather than the 
product known as cod liver meal, since 
the latter has given rather indifferent 
results in experiments conducted here. 
It is just possible that the same uni- 
formity in quality is not available in 
the case of cod liver meal, and that it 
therefore is not at the present time at 
least, as dependable as cod liver oil. 

Certain physical agencies in the 
form of ultra-viclet ray machines and 
special glass substitutes will also give 
the desired effect. The former meth- 
od of supplying the sun's rays is at 
the present quite expensive, and in the 
experimental stage, its practical value 
not having been definitely determined. 
Most glass substitutes are not so dur- 
able as common glass and allow only 
& certain proportion of the sun’s rays 
into the house, and once the chicks 
can get out into the sunlight, or win- 
dows can be opened wide, their useful 
ness is ended. Cod liver ofl ts much 
cheaper and will carry the chicks. over 
until such time as they can reap full 
benefit of the sun’s rays.

But few know. ‘he most ef- 
fective means of offense or defense, 
as witness the unofficial figures which 
report a $200,000,000 loss annually as 
® result of the depredations by this 
- prime offender among fabric pests. 
The Clothes Moti: 
The clothes moths are not anxious 
to be seen, and therefore always flut- 
ter about darkened corners. They 
lote the darkness in which they per- 
‘petrate their crimes. They are 
frightened readily and have extreme- 
ty guilty consciences, especially when 
 plothing and other objects are moved. 
They then ran or fly to concealment. 
There are two very common species 
of clothes moths. “They are the case- 
- fmakiag clothes moth (Tinea — pellio- 
pella) and the webbing clothes moth 
(Tineola biselliella), The adult of 
' the *ase-making clothes moth has a 
wing cpread of about half an Inch. 
Ite head is a dull yellow, with Indis- 
‘tinet dark spots on the middle of the 
outer portions. The hind wings are 
silky, white or grayish. 
‘The case-making moth is so named, 
not from the number of bad cases 
of apoplectic anger which it causes 
but because the larva, for its protec- 
tion, makes a portable case out of 
spun silk and fragments of the fab- 
rie upon which It feeds (that’s where 
last Summer's dress went). These 
cases attain a length of one-quarter 
to one-half an inch, depending upon 
_ the hunting grounds the moth has in- 
habited. 
. The larva almost never leaves its 
‘case. Tt withdraws into {ts silken 
ghell when resting but when it gets 
hungry for another bite out of a 
dtess or overcoat it ‘sticks {ts head 
and first body segment out and nib- 
bles away. It moves about restless- 
ly, eating small holes here and there. 
As the larva grows It enlarges {ts 
case from time to time, both in length

On reaching full growth the larva 
attaches its case of silken threads 
to the material upon which it has 
been feeding, or it may crawl to an- 
other part, carrying, its case.

Diy heat is dependable if it can be 
applied, and treatment of cracks and 
hiding places with hot water, soap, 
gasoline, benzine or kerosene and dry 
cleaning are protective. 

Clothes moths do not eat through 
paper to reach clothing; so any kind 
of firm wrapping paper ts satisfactory, 
and several thicknesses of newspaper 
will serve, Articles first treated to 
free them from moths will remain 
safe if wrapped carefully in news- 
paper. It has been established that 
the printer’s Ink does not seare them 
away. Care must be taken to bend 
back the folds of the paper upon 
themselves at the ends of the bundles, 
so that the moths cannot crawt Into a 
apecially prepared dining room. ; 

Although cold storaged things are 
uaually frowned upon, this is not the 
case when it comes to dealing with 
moths. It is not alone the cold that 
kills the moths, They like an even 
temperature and = can withstand a 
temperature of 18 degrees Fahrenhelt 
for a long time. But to stdaenly 
boost the temperature from 18 degrees 
Fahrenheit to 50 degrees Fahrenheit 
and hold it there for two days and 
then drop it again to 18 degrees 
Fahrenheit—well, the moth fs no 
more.

Cedar Chests 


Tests by the Bureau of Entomology 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture show that a cedar chest 
with sides, ends and bottom of red 
cedar heartwood at least three-fourths 
of an inch thick and with a cover of 
solld red color or of neutral wood 
lined with red clear veneer will kill 
all the newly hatched young larvae 
of the clothes moth. Tests are now 
under wey by the bureau to determine 
the relative effectiveness of chests 
containing various percentages of red 
cedar. 5 

Some so-called moth-destroying ma- 
terials, aworn by for years, have been 
found ineffective. Even if grand- 
mother told you they were effective, 
discard the use of the following.

shaped so you can put your foot right 
in it and rest it there. Have it so con- 
structed that when you remove your 
foot it will cause a short circuit In 
the ignition system and stop your 
motor. Then you or anyone else will 
never drive ‘your car without a foot 
on the brake, and that alone means’ 
a difference of from eighteen to forty 
feet in stopping g car, | belleve the. 
fhanufactiiférs will be glad to make 
these parts for the cara you now opér- 
ate, and at a reasonable cost if you 
demand them. Those buying new cara 
should demand that the mere tipping 
of the right pedal forward on the top 
will instantly apply all the power of 
the motor to the stopping of the car, 
and that the service brake also oper- 
ate as the foot goes down, The dial 
should be located on the steering- 
wheel on new cars. 

The left pedal should be so con 
structed and connected that it will 
slow down the motor on each depres- 
sion, and by tipping the foot to left 
or right will select the gear wanted 
and force it into- position, the clutch 
engaging, on the return stroke, The 
reverse gear can be connected to the 
locking brake-lever, to prevent con- 
fusion, There should be a mechani- 
cal foot shift, and at least one head- 
light should turn with the steering- 
wheel.

bloom, sinnias should be included in 
every garden. These flowers may now 
be secured ranging from the regular 
size of About fifteen inches high up to 
a couple of feet. By a little judicious 
pruning or wide spacing between the 
planta, they will grow higher, blending 
with and leading up to the dahlia, 
which they resemble very closely in 
flower. In recent years mammoth 
sorts have been Introduced with huge 
dahiia-like flowers growing on plants 
up to three feet tall, 
from pute white through the yellows, 
crimson to flery scarlet. They thrive 
best In. good loam and In an open posl- 
tion. For best results, atart indoors 
about this time and transplant into 
the open ground from the third week 
in May to the Ist of June. Allow about 
ten inches between the amaller sorts 
and two to three feet between the 
giants, To maxes them branch, nip off 
the terminal bud, and, if large exhibt- 
tlon flowers are required, never allow 
more than one or two flowers to come 
on at the same time. When trana- 
planting these flowers , as well as 
others, like cosmos, icotines, mari- 
golds, and also the vegetalfles such 
as tomatoes and cabbages, give them 
a sprinkle of nitrate of soda, dissolyv-. 
ing this quickacting. fertilizer in 
Water and applying in liquid form, 


Support to Climbers 

Sweet peas and the taller vegetable 
sorts, pole beans, climbing roses, and 
other similar plants require support, 
and this should be provided well in 
advance of the time when actually 
needed. With the anguals, it should 
be put in with the seed, ao that the 
roots will not be disturbed. For the 
beans and peas, where growth does 
not exceed three or four feet, the old 
fashioned brush fence is admirable. 
In the average back yard, however, 
brush is not as handy as it used to be, 
and with tall growing\ sweet peas and 
beans, it Is usually not high enough. 
In this case two posts sunk at either 
end of the row and connected with a 
wire joining tops and bottoms and 
strong string lacing the wire will fur- 
nish good support. Chicken wire may 
also be used, but It sometimes heats 
up on very warm days and injures the 
follage touching it; For climbing 
roses a wooden trellis makes the best 
support, If a climber Is being trained 
close to a wall where there is no toom 
for a trellis, staples driven into .the 
wall and tied loosely to the plant will 
do. It is net advisable, however, to 
train roses close to a stone, brick or 
concrete wall, as these ‘reflect the 
heat, and the bloom will be withered 
in a few days. If at all possible, erect 
your trellis about a foot away from 
the wall, The bloom will last longer 
and the hose or sprayer may be got in 
behind the follage of affective work. 

Object of Cultivation 

Killing weeda is only one object of 
cultivation, Even more important is 
keeping the soll open and porous and 
conserving the moleture. The time to 
kill a weed is before it starts growing: 
Hoeing lightly from the start will 
keep the surface soil stirfd and pre- 
vent th germination of weed seeds. 
Th drier the land, the more frequent 
should be the cultivation. The ma- 
jority of our vegetables consist of 80% 
water at least, and usually more than 
that. The quality of the vegetables; 
therefore, depends upon them having 
a sufficient supply of moisture at all 
times,

Employment for Middle-Class 
Islanders’ to Be Found 
on Land 


Colombo, Ceylon—The leasing ont 
of blocks from 6 to 25 acres, partly 
with a permanent crop, probably 
cocoanut, partly with yams and other 
short-life crops, as a means of pro- 
viding employment for the middle 
classes in the country districts of 
Ceylon, has been, arranged by the 
Forest Departmedt. The land re- 
leased for the purposes is low-lying 
jungle land in the Kalutara district. 

The growing of ginglll, chillies, mus- 
tard and other condiments, and of 
papaya and plaintain will be encour- 
aged. In the larger allotments prin- 
cipal attention will be given to the 
growing of lucerne and fodder grasses, 

The Department of Agriculture 
hopes to supply the required stock 
of superior quality and to supervise 
rearing conditions in all stages of 
growth and marketing. 

Middle-class farm settlers will be 
, given lessons in the most modern 
methods of poultry farming adapted 
to local conditions. Literature and 
instruction will also be available on 
such subjects as the preservation of 

| products of milk, butter and cheese. 
Cottage industries, suitable for wo- 
man and children, will have the neces- 
| sary “attention at the rural agricul- 
tural school of each colony. 

It is expected to. draw 10 per cent. 
of the return in cash or kind of all 
allotments, which yield beyond a cer- 
tain meausre, as an interest upon the 
stocks and seeds supplied free of cost 
by the Department of Agriculture.

The lion has always been a gentle 
man. When the early Egyptians be 
came acquainted with the king of 
Deaste they started a \tne of argument 
about nis habits that tas persisted to 
_ thie day. Even these ancients, how- 
‘g¥er, were aware of bis nobler quall- 
tes and blunted many a chisel carv- 
- Ing bis image tn stone. 

‘from that time to this the llon has 
recelved more space tn print soy Boo 
most any other animal. He has n 
written about and sung about. He 
has been painted tn ols and In water 
solors often enough to make bis face 
and general shape well known to 


‘i native haunts. 


everybody in every land. The pictures 
in the last hundred years or so have 
been good likenesses, but the men and 
women who at home push pencils and 
peck at typewriters have never really 
got the right idea. about this truly 
noble animal. 

Mince the time when the Nile was 
the Broadway of the world, and later 
when the Greeks and Romans made 
the tion an unwilling adjunct of their 
sports and and the executioner of in- 
nocents, good people have been led to 
Welleve that felis leo was all that was 
cruel and bloodthirsty. Of course, al! 
u mitted that he made a fine appear- 
ance and some nations even adopted 
iim as the symbol of greatness, of 
strength and of character. The gen- 
eral opinion still prevails that lions 
are cruel, bloodthirsty, killers for the 
tove of killing, man-eaters whenever 
possible, and yei, noble, majestic and 
strong. 

{ have had the opportunity to study 
wild, full-grown African lions in their 
But no matter what | 
write about them, somebody is sure 
to say | don’t know what I'm talking 
about. The fact remains, however, 
that | spent many weeks with a troop 
ot Hons, right out in the open, under 
the biue sky of Tanganyika, and 
watched them do all. the things that go 
to make up a lion's life. 

Most men go out to kill a Hon on 
sight, and if he resents this treatment 
and: fights back, they call him bad 
names, and thus add a sccre to bis al- 
ready bad reputation, These men 
never gives a thought to the fact that 
the lion .was only trying to mind his 
own business, whereas they came 
looking for trouble. Then, of course, 
there ara a tew lions that have gone 
wrong, and as in the case of humans 
who do the same thing, they stir up 
~-ore interest and attract more atten- 
tion than a whole generation of lions 
who have been home-loving and. peace- 
ful. 

On my first African journey, which 
took my party into the Kalahari Des- 
ert and into the mysterious Gaogo 
Veldt of Southwest Africa, I had few 
chances to study this animal, for he 
was scarce in these parts and very 
shy. We saw spoor anl other signs, 
but no lions to write avout. On this 
recent trip I have been living with 
lions day and night: the fact is that 
the whole country is full of them. 

Shooting lions with a camera is 
much more difficult than doing so with 
a gun and brings the shooter into 


i much closer contact; in fact, into such 
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close contact that moat pictures ot! 


wilt, lions require a title saying that | 
if the obwerver will watch closely just 
back of the bush which appears as a 
pi. point in the film, he qill see a 
lion move. If he happens to bat his 
eyo at the eritical moment he sees 
only the bash. : 

While making scenes at a Masai 
manyatta (village), the chief came to 
us and asked if we would shoot some 
bad tion’ that were killing his cattle. 
Wen we agreed to remove these 
brutes, he sent a guide to show us 
where they were to be found. After 
our arrival at the donga or ravine we 
discovered a lioness crouching behiod 
a small tree, but we did not shoot her 
as we expected to find others about 
and wanted to get our bearings frat. 
i then noticed in the tall grass cear 
the conga a dead topi, which investi- 


gation proved had just been killed by | 


her, we having arrived on the scene 
before she could start uer meal. 
Now wo did a very impolite thing. 


We put a cable to the topi and hitched] 


the other end to the truck, then went 
off with the kill, leaving the angry 
Jioness watehing us from the grass. 
About half a mile from the starting 
point | looked back through the grass 
and saw her following us, which gave 
us an idea, 80 we pulled the carcass 
to a lone tree away out on the veldt 
and there left it. 

Early the next morning we neared 
ths spot and although we hoped to 
find the Honess there, what we did 
see more than surpris3d the lot of us, 
for therein the tree's shade were not 
one but six lions. Approaching to 
within about a hundred yards, | began 
to grind out film as if these were the 
only lions left in Africa. After a 
while we got closer, then still closer 
until within thirty yards, but the lions 
were none too friendly, often growl- 
ing toward us, which made us keep 
close’ watch with rifles ready. We 
spent the whole day with them and 
went back to camp well satisfied. 

Next day tound us back, and from 
that time on, with the exception of a 
few days when weather prevented, 
we visited with these tions for sev- 
eral weeks. bach day we thought that 
nothing else of interest could be found 
for the camera to take, but always 
during the next visit they would put 
on something new for us, something 
we never knew lions could do. So ! 
photographed them day after day, liv- 
ing their natural lives, and In doing 
so we all became friends. 


Our regular ~roup consisted of tour 
females and two males. and these 
were soon named Georg, Jim, Lizzie, 
Betty, Hazel and Flossie. Then there 
were two others, one @ iioness with 
cubs whom wé called Cleo, and a 
strange “lady” who never became very 
friendly, and so was named Madam 
X. 

Bach had indiv'duality. George was 
the strong man of the troop and lead- 
er in all things. Jim got along all 
right when George was uot. there, but 
he did not seem to be so popular with 
the lionesses as George. Jim was 
light in color -with a white collar 
around his neck, and when he looked 
at me 1 could not help thinking of a 
big, kindly Newfoundland dog. George 
was much darker in color, with a fine 
Jread. and a face full of expression. 
They were both lions just the same 
and staged many a fight for our bene- 
fit, mostly at maai time. 

My first intentions ware to make 4 
fuw scenes of these lions, for nobody 
ever hoped that we could keep them 
around for long, nor did I dream that 
they would act for us almost as well 
as if trained to d> so. I mean by 
tiat, trained tc do the things that we 
wanted to film, for as “ir as acting 
goes, they could do things that no 
cirout Hon ever thought of doing, and 
all that they did was natural.

Rhodesian Skull 
Marks Start of 


Human Ascent 


German Scholar Says It Is 
Older Than’ Neander- 
thal Man 


Berlin—The much discussed skull 
found in North Rhodesia in 1921, 
which Is kept In the British: Museum 
in London and which is known as the 
Rhodesian skull, ia undoubtedly the 
oldest yet unearthed, exceeding In 
antiquity the Neanderthal skull, tn 
the opinion of Professor Frank Weld- 
enreich, Frankfort anthropologiat, 

Writing in the current issue of 
“Naturwissenschaften,” Professor Wel- 
denrich suggests that this prehistoric 
individual was killed with one of the 
stone tools found near by, a theory 
which would explain the hole in the 
cranium. As to the formation of the 
skull, the professor considers it much 
more primitive than that of the Nean- 
derthal man, pointing to the great: 
overweight jaw bone, the Immense 
puffs over the eyebrows and the low, 
broad-opening nose. The nape, too, 
is large and flatter even than in the 
case of anthropold apes, resembling 
pavians. The forehead is low and 
receding. 

The anthropologist, however, con- 
siders the theory that the Rhodesian 
was unable to walk upright, but mov- 
ed in a stooped position ,to be only a 
vague one.

The only solution was to keep moving 
at any price, nurse the engine and risk 
a fencer which Captain Crofton, who 
drove practically throughout, did 
brilliantly.

The Hungar- 
jan millet in the average ofthe last 
fifteen years’ experiments at Guelph, 
produced 3.32 tons of dried hay per 
acre. Hungarian millet, when sown 
on June Ist produced in the experi- 
ments at Guelph almost twice as much 
grain per acre as barley sown on the 
same date.
